MILLIONS FOR WAR. 


Resolution Introduced to House To- 


day. 
Board of Inquiry Moves 


To Key West Today. 


, Washington, Feb. 28—Kepresentatl* 
Bromwelt of Ohio introduced in the nous 
today » resolution authorizing the see 
retary o'f the navy to secure options upon 
such battleships, cruisers, torpedo boats 
etc., as in his judgement are necessary to 
place the naval strength of the country 
upon a proper footing for immediate 
hostilities with any foreign power with 
which the same may be threatening and 
appropriating §20,000,000 for the purpose 
It was reerred to the naval committee. 


The Work at Havana, 


Havana, Feb. 28.—The day promise

Inquiry Translerred to Key West. 
Key West, Feb. 28.—The board of in- 


quiry into the Maine disaster commenced 
its sessions here at 10 this morning- 
Lieutenant Blandiu was the first witness^ 
Those who believed the reports that the 
board had found the loss due to treachery 
have apparently changed their minds 
Today the universal question, is, When 
will war be declared? 


It can be authoritatively stated that the 


navy department has received nothing t 
indicats the cause of the explosion and 
any reports that it had been advigad that 
it was by external agencies are withou'. 
foundation.

AsKed with reference to th&TepBrJS 


that the Maine's fate was known posi- 
tively to have resulted from a miiie ex- 
plosion, Lieutenant Commander Manx 
said: "These stories amuse us. Ot 
course I cannot tell you what we have 
found out so far; but these stories (point- 
ing to a local "extra" with sensational 
headlines)—why, they amuse us im- 
mensely." 


Rear Admiral Pirard has had frequent. 


Conferences with Captain Sampson and 
other members of the court of inquiry. 
He remarked last night: "I think they 
ought to get away by Wednesday. As 
yet there is nothing that can be said 
about their work." 


In reply to a. question as to the rum- 


ored removal of the warships to Cuba, 
the admiral said: "The fleet is not 
moving, and I know nothing about its 
going to Cuba. Still you know, it has 
steam up and could go anywhere if or- 
dered." 


He was asked if anything had hap- 


pened to justify the statement that the 
situation was more serious today than 
it had been. He replied: "They know 
at Washington about that. Just how 
Btrained our relations are with Spain I 
am unable to say." 


The excitement over the arrival of a 


party of Cuban filibusters completely 
eclipsed all the doings and sayings of the 
court of inquiry officers. Their quick 
departure prevented very much being 
learned as to the expedition; but the 
Cubans here are elated. "Dynamite 
John" O'Brien said: "We gave to Gen- 
eral Calixto Garcia about 500,000 rounds 
of ammunition, a large number of mod- 
ern rifles and dynamite enough to blow 
up many Spanish forts. More than that, 
we gave them three expert electricians, 
•who took wires and batteries necessary 
for firing dynamite safely and success- 
fully. We, landed considerable quanti- 
ties of clothing, shoes, provisions and 
medicines, "fhe medicine is in charge of 
four trained nurses, who are protected 
by Eed Cross passports and who will 
nurse the ill and wounded insurgents. 
About 40 volunteers left our expedition 
to join Garcia's force. We were met by 
a body of cavalry, numbering, perhaps, 
200, and we are sure the goods got into 
the right hands. Landing was made 
without interruption on the morning of 
Feb. 20. Five days later we made the 
landing in Matanzas province, where 30 
men took charge of 400,000 rounds of am- 
munition, several cases of rifles, a quan- 
tity of dynamite with electrical acces- 
sories, clothing, provisions and medi- 
cines. All this has, no doubt, reached 
General Diaz before this," 


"It Is a Critical Moment." 


Mobile, Ala., Feb. 28.—Hannis Taylor, 


ex-minister to Spain, when asked for his 
views as to the probable effect of the 
Maine disaster upon our relations with 
that cuuntry, said: "It is a critical mo- 
^nt, and I am full of anxiety lest we 
should be drawn into a war in a way that 
will put us at a great disadvantage. 
Even if the court of inquiry reports that 
the catastrophe was the result of an ex- 
plosion from without and the deliberate 
act of somebody, it will never be pos- 
sible to prove that the Spanish govern- 
ment is either directly or indirectly re- 
sponsible for it. If a reclamation is made 
It will be refused upon that ground, and 
we will be driven to declare war and to 
begin the fight. 


"The first shot fired under such cir- 


cumstances will not only put us on £he 
defensive before the world, but it will 
arouse prejudice against us in Cuba It- 
self. The end to be attained is the es- 
tablishment of peace in the island with- 
out acts upon our part that will force 
us to declare war upon Spain upon un- 
tenable grounds. That has been my 
idea from the beginning. There can be 
no peace until the Spaniards arc driven 
out, 
and that must be done by the in- 


surgents themselves.". 


"Due to a Spanish Plot." 


Key West, Fla., Feb. 28.—The latest 


story as to the way the Maine was blown 
up is contained in a letter forwarded by 
a secret Cuban club in Havana to J. 
M. Govin, a Cuban insurgent agent, 
here. 
The club received it in the ordi- 


nary course of mail. It was written in 
English, but was signed "Maquinista" 
(Machr-.ist). 


A r _r a long preamble saying that the 


writer knew the Maine's fate was due 
to a Spanish plot, the letter goes on to 
say that in an old warehouse at Santa 
Catalina, 200 yards from where the 
Maine was moored, some diving appa- 
ratus had been hidden, and that from 
this base two divers had worked by 
night and filled the torpedo holes of the 
Maine with dynamite cartridges, con- 
necting them with wire to the battei - 
on the land, from which the cartridges 
were exploded. According to the letter, 
the divers were to have been p'aid a 
large sum, whidi has not been forth- 
coming. 


The Cubans in Key West say that 


the investigation in Havana has tended 
to confirm the statements of the letter, 
which will go before the court of in- 
quiry. 
An officer of the Maine, whose 


attention was called to the story, as- 
serted positively to this correspondent 
that the torpedo holes of the Maine had 
not been open during her stay in the 
harbor. 
, 


Killed His Own Cow For Meat. 


Havana, via Key West, Feb. 28.—A 


local paper severely criticises the Mar- 
quis of Esteban, the mayor of Havana, 
and the civil government for not pro- 
viding sufficient food and medicines for 
the Mazorra asylum in the suburbs and 
other institutions -of the same character 
'depending upon the public funds hi a 
large measure. In the former institu- 
tion 490 persons have died of starvation 
since the early part of January. It is 
reported that the superintendent killed 
his own cow in order to provide meat for 
the inmates. 


General Molino had a fough fight with 


the insurgents under Brigadier General 
Betancourt in Matanzas province re- 
cently. According to the Spanish ac- 
counts, he captured their positions. The 
insurgents lost four killed, among them 
Dr. Escobar, the chief cavalry surgeon. 
The Spanish lost one killed and had 13 
wounded. In the province of Pinar del 
Bio, 
Colonel Balbas attacked an "insur- 


gent camp, destroying 160 huts and kill- 
ing eight insurgents. During the at- 
tack two dynamite bombs were ex- 
ploded, killing a Spanish lieutenant and 
one soldier and woundin^eight. 


Is the Inquiry Superficial? 


Havana, via Key West, Feb. 28.—Many 


Americans and some Spaniards insist 
that the investigation into the Maine 
disaster has thus far been superficial 
and barren of vital results. They claim 
that though nearly two weeks have 
passed no knowledge has been gained 
as to the condition of the forward part 
(of tha hull, or as to whether the six or 
10-inch ammunition magazines forward 
to the starboard exploded. They insist, 
moreover, that expert divers, with 
enough experience to make drawings of 
the condition of things submarine, 
might have been at work a week ago, 
and might have settled the question as 
to the magazines at least ere this. Those 
who held those views demand that the 
hull forward should be raised without 
further loss of time and before it has 
sunk too keep in 40 feet of soft mud. 
There are some who go so far as to 
charge the United States government 
with adopting1 the Spanish policy of de- 
lay until the disaster shall be partially 
forgotten or discounted. 


Many of the Spanish officials are said 


to entertain the opinion that this is the 
case and to be very well pleased with 
the notion. On the other hand, however, 
good judges say that all criticism in this 
vein is made without a knowledge of the 
facts, and that no one save the mem- 
bers of the court of inquiry and their 
superiors is aware of all the testimony- 
developed, or of what submarine plans 
have been made. Those also urge that 
there is no use trying to raise the hull 
until tha wreckage of armor, super- 
structure, engines, decks, guns and 
masts has been taken out. To do this 
will take time, and the apparatus for 
Jt can only be found in the north. 


Rumors of this, that or the other dis- 


covery, setting on foot this, that or the 
other theory, are still rife. In most 
cases, when run down, they are easily 
proved false. It is useless to deny that 
the interest here is much less intense 
than it was a week ago, but it is evei 
ready to be kindled into acuteness by 
established facts,, .

Athens, Feb. 28.—There is a patriotic 


outburst throughout the country over 
the escape of King George from assassi- 
nation Saturday, w'ith thanksgiving ser- 
vices everywhere and demonstrations of 
every kind. 
The king wa"s returning 


from Phalerum in the evening in a 
landau, accompanied by the Princess 
Maria, his daughter, when two men, 
who were hidden in a ditch alongside 
the road, opened fire with guns upon 
the occupants of the carriage. 
The 


first shot missed, but the second wounded 
a footman in the arm. 
The coachman 


whipped up his horses, and the royal 
party dashed away at a gallop. 
The 


miscreants fired several more shots, 
none of which took effect.

OUR NAVY INSULTED. 


Car list Paper in Madrid Prints Sen 


sational Attack on United 


States Sailors. 


London, Feb. 28—The Carlist organ, El 


Coneo of Madrid, in its issue of February 
22, just received here by mail, says that 
there is no doubt whatever that the loss 
of the Maine was due- to the lack of 
discipline, and cites the-' case of the U, S% 
cruiser at Venice lately, describing the 
crew as being "r^her pirates than sailors 
of a civilized nation." 


El Correo remarks, "Drunkards, in- 


subordinates, thieves and fighters,, the 
sailors of the United States never set foot 
ashore without creating riots. Nightly 
several of them, slept in jail or were 
taken on board under arrest, until the 
municipality was forced to formally com_ 
plain to the commander and request him 
not to allow men to land, as otherwise 
they could not be answerable for the con- 
sequences. 


"Had these officials belonged to the 


Christina regime the United States would 
have replied by demanding indemnity or 


apology or both with the certainty of ob- 
taining it. But the protest not being 
Spanish no attention was paid to it. 


This naval convict ship, which is never 


free from the fames of alcohol, must be 
the twin sister ot the Maine. It is a mar- 
velous ^hing that in such hands one o° 
their ships dqes not blow up daily." 


. 
V.'.ir Feeling Grot^s in Spain. 


Madrid.Feb. 28.—Mr, Sagasta, com- 


menting upon an alleged interview with 
Prince Bismarck in which the latter is 
reported as suggesting that the Cuban 
trouble should be submitted to the 
powers for arbitration, expressed his 
astonishment that sJbh an idea could 
emanate from Bismarck, and declared 
emphatically that "aqthing but ignor- 
ance of the question'scould inspire the 
notion that Spain wotkd suffer foreign 
intrusion, or submit to arbitration her 
indisputed rights of sbvereignty. 
No- 


body," said the Spanish premier, "would 
dare propose such an absurdity, and no 
Spanish government would listen to or 
dream of such a proposal." 


The Impartial, in an editorial, blames 


Spanish weakness in the Alliance, Ven- 


adito, Competitor and other affairs as, 
encouraging the United States in "their 
present belligerent attitude." It coun- 
sels the government to "awake to the 
reality of the situation which the good 
sense of the Spanish people understand? 
and is ready to meet." 


'SSC cardinal of Valladolid" .Tna pun- 


lished a pastoral letter blamins Amer- 
ica for the prolongation of the Cuban 
war. 
He says: 
"The hypocritical 


friendship of the United States fosters 
the rebellion and wastes SpairSs re- 
sources in order to better attack her 
when weakened." 
He exhorts all true 


Spaniards to "unite in defending the 
rights and honor of the nation." 
The 


letter has caused widespread comment. 


The organ of the army says: "The 


prevailing impression is that war be- 
tween Spain and the United States will 
break out in April." 


A former captain general of Cuba 


(presumably Martin Compos) when in- 
terviewed by a representative of The 
Military Correspondence, is reported as 
saying: 
"I never entertained a doubt 


that if the rebellion were not suppressed 
before 1898 war with the United States 
would become a,n accomplished fact. 
Unhappily my prophesy will be fulfilled; 
but I have the consolation of having 
done all in my power to avert it, and 
therefore I do not regret the blame which 
hs.s been heaped upon me. 
All that is 


now possible is that we should unite to 
meet the danger that threatens the 
country." 


Poloy Bernabe, the Spanish minister 


to the United States, has started for 
Gibraltar en route to New York. He is 
fully empovered to continue the recipro- 
city treaty nsgotiations. 
The govern- 


ment is anxious to secure firm bases 
for commercial and political relations 
with the United States before May 1, in 
case the pacification of Cuba should not 
have made progress ftefore the rainy 
season commences. It is an open secret 
that both the home and colonial gov- 
ernments consider the preservation of 
friendly relations with the United States 
as no less Important, in the pacification 
of Cuba, than the mijlitaxy operations 
and the unofficial negotiations to in- 
duce the insurgent leaders to accept au- 
tonomy.

Sixteen Cents a Bay "Will Provide Nour- 


ishment For a Man. 


Sixteen cents a day will feed a man afc 


moderate work and 13 cents a day is re- 
quired for food for a woman, says the St. 
Louis Republic. This is tbo result of ex- 
perimsnts begun by.Dr. H. B. Gibson of 
the state university and continued after 
his death by Professors Sidney Calvert and 
David W. May. Many studios of dietaries 
were made. The actual amount of food 
consumed each day and. the costs thereof 
have been actually determined. The aver- 
age cost per man per day at the University 
Boarding club is ISM cents ; of this amount 
Mr. May said probably 2 cents' worth ia 
wasted. The cost in private families would 
be smaller, with less waste. 


In summing up the results of the experi- 


ments Mr. May says: "When you buy, go 
to the butcher shop and select what you 
want Don't let the butcher select it for 
you. 
You will soon learn to know tha 


beat. Round steak is, all things consid- 
ered, the cheapest. There are better cuts, 
but, as a rule, not worth the difference in 
price. There Is more in the cooking of the 
steak than there is in the portion of tha 
beef from which it is cut. Make your own 
bread. It is far cheaper and should be bet- 
ter. Twenty-five j>er cent of water is add- 
ed to bread in mixing, and water at 5 cents 
per pound is not cheap. A good vegetable 
lard is cheaper and healthier then hog 
lard. Sugar ia a cheap food. 
Give the 


children plenty of it. Beans and peas are 
very nutritious and are Jnusole formers. 
Tomatoes are of very little nutritive value 
and are composed very largely of water. 
Buy the best butter and take note of the 
amount of cream that rises on your milk. 
Buy fresh vegetables when you can ge6 
them at a reasonable price. 


"Above all, variety is the spice of a good 


appetite. Let there be anticipation at each 
meal, and not have the same dishes day 
after day. Even a Thanksgiving dinner 
will become monotonous If served, alike 
for a week. ^

fcas ever seen is the giant tree in the island 
of Java. This monarch of the eastern for- 
ests stands on the site of what In ancient 
times was the city of Padajarian, the glo- 
ries of which, now long since departed, j 


I were of eo magnificent a character aa to , 


I have been extolled in the songs of contem- 
1 porary poets who flourished in those re- 
! luote days, who naver tired of telling of its 
' grand buildings, its magnificent palaces, 


1 and, above all, of its wonderful troo. 


Earthquake and time havo long swept the 
city and its people away into a common 
oblivion and have loft little save tho sur- 
viving poetry to tell of the existence of 
this beautiful city. But the great tree 
etill remains, which tho devastating earth- 
quake shook, but could not destroy. This 
veritable vegetable giant, which spreads 
out its great branches over a large area of 
ground, formerly overshadowed the great 
palace of tho native princes who ruled in 
times long anterior to the Dutch sway and 
was ever tho wonder not only of tho whole 
city arid island, but also of the East In- 
dian continent generally. It still stands 
as a recording monument, linking the past 
with the present, and commands not only 
the wonder and admiration of visitors 
from distant parts, but the adoration of 
the Indian natives, who worship at its 
ehrine. 


The place where this great wonder of 


nature stands is called Batutulico. Con- 
tiguous to its base is a small wooden house 
where several Mohammedan priests and ati 
tendants reside, who perform daily Dative 
religious ceremonies and services. To their 
especial care is committed the conservancy 
of this monarch of the forest, and also tho 
custody of a number of much prized and 
venerated relics of the departed city, and 
from the fees received for the exhibition of 
these and showing the wonderful tree they 
manage to derive a fair income, for the 
tree enjoys an odor of sanotity much be- 
yond all else in the island, and attracts 
not only the faithful to its shriae, but also 
the curious from far and near. 


It stands contiguous to the wayside and 


forms an imposing and striking feature in 
a landscape by no means otherwise deficient 
in natural grandeur, on an elevated plain, 
freely visible from all sides, attracting tho 
attention of all comers, even in the far dis- 
tance. So noble is its appearance, so ma- 
jestic its port, that once beheld it can never 
bs forgotten. Shining rivers, waving fields 
of golden colored cereals, woods and moun- 
tains, together with a live volcano in the 
background, complete the picture. 
Its 


trunk is of such great girth and dimen- 
feions so vast that a score of men joining 
their outstretched hands cannot complete- 
ly embrace it. Botanical data are not 
forthcoming for the determination of its 


! age, for it is deemed too eacred a subject 


, to allow of a proper expert examination 


i being made. 
i ^Perhaps the greatest marvel, though, is 
! that it is in reality two trees blended, as it 


weje, and welded into one, and, still more 
curious to relate, two trees of the same 
genus, but of different species. Both have 
grown together and form an indivisible 


j common trunk of enormous size. The dis- 


tinctive features of each species appear un- 
mistakably in the branches, and reveal the 
very remarkable difference in the color of 
the foliage. At a little distance off this 
presents a truly strange spectacle. The 
leaves of one are of a lively and beautiful 
green, while those of the other are of a 
much deeper shade on the upper surface 
and palo on the under. The one has long, 
slender, drooping branches adorned with 
elegant foliage, refreshing to look upon. 


From its majestic appearance this kind 


used to be planted in front of the palaces 
of tbo native rulera. Its larger branches 
put forth fascicles of roots, which, instead 
of descending, as is common among plants, 
to the earth, have crept along the old 
trunk, wrapped their strong arms around 
it and ultimately blended themselves with 
it. 
The other species, less graceful per- 


haps in growth, has shorter, more rugged 
and lustier branches, and by these and the 
color of its leaves is readily distinguished 
from its twin relative. Below, both be- 
came, so to say, fused into oue mass, min- 
gling Sap and fiber together. The trees 
both belong to tho natural family mo- 
raceaj, a race which has given birth to sev- 
eral other giants of the vegetable world. 
They aro of the genus ficus. 


I * On arriving at the base or entrance of 
the tree the visitor today who has come to 


i inspect its wonders is met by the priests in 


cbargo, who proceed to perform forthwith 


I some slight religious ceremony, at the ter- 


mination of which an invitation is given 
to ascend its aged sides, which is done by 
means of the countless lateral branches 
and the aid of peasants, who are at hand 
to render assistance to all who require it in 
the journey aloft. On arriving at the hor- 
ticultural plateau or tableland at the sum- 
mit words fail to at all adequately describe 
the lovely scene which meets tho eye in all 
directions. It is literally clothed all over 
with elegant flowers and parasitic plants. 
Orchids in a multitude of species have 
crawled up many a withered branch and 
flung down gorgeous flowers, roots and 
leaves in one waving mass of fantastic 
fragrance and floral elegance. 
Lichens 


scaled up the wooden cliffs and ferns of 
many species grow up from the dark hol- 
lows underneath, while loranths suok the 
vital juices and scrophulariads cover the 
branches with o veritable patfihwork of 
many brilliant hues. 


This tree, in fact, may with truth bo 


termed a garden in the air, a mundane 
paradise. The rain of ages has washed 
down into its cavities dead leaves and de- 
caying material, and thus a rich invigorat- 
ing vegetable world has been created, 


j highly fitted for and giving exuberant 


nourishment to tho host of plants which in 
the course of time, and some in a most 
mysterious manner, have found their way 
to tho unique site where they flourish so 
well.-Condon Standard.

MUSHROOMS. 


How a Man Saved His Life by Not Bating 


Them. 


A dish of mushrooms was served to-a 


party of politicians in one of the leading 
restaurants the other night, and the re- 
fusal of one of the diners to partake of 
them because he was not expert enough to 
determine for himself whether they were 
of the edible or the poisonous variety led to 
a somewhat animated discussion in which 
the objector fully held his own. "In most 
restaurants," said he, "the test applied by 
the cook is that of inserting a silver spoon 
into the vessel of boiling fungi. ^U the 
spoon turns black, the fungi are regarded 
as dangerous, but if it remains uncolored t 
they are supposed to be edible. Dr. Henry* 
G. Piffard, the myoologist, declares that 
this test is a fallacy. He also contends that 
certain markings are not sure signs in de- 
termining the edibility of mushrooms. 
The only sure method when there is any 
doubt is byoomparison with elaborate and 
carefully prepared colored plates. 


"Now I have neither the time nor the 


inclination to go to all that trouble, nor 
do I feel like taking any risk for the sake 
of a dish of which I am very fond, but 
which is not at all necessary to my exist- 
ence. It may interest you to know thai 
Dr. Piffard says that the mushroom It 
more like animal than vegetable matter 
and is consequently liable to rapid putt** 
faction. A great many oases of poisoning 
even when the mushrooms are genuin* 
have been traced to this CBUBB." The rsst 
of the politicians ato the mushrooms and 
were all right. Tbe other man abstained, 
and he was all right too.—Philadelphia 
Press.

The Maine Presents the Mot Intricate on 


Record Perhaps, but Wonderfully Good 
Work Hat Been Done In the Past. 
American Wreckers Most Skillful. 


KEW 
YOKE, Feb. 38.—[Speclal.]— 


{Though tho task now before the two big 
wrecking companies that have undertaken 
to save what they can of the blown up bat- 
tleship Maine ia probubly the most diffi- 
cult ever attempted, they have before now 
performed almost incredible feats in the 
salvage of destroyed vessels. It is to the 
credit of American skill and ingenuity 
that the professional wreckers of tho Unit- 
ed States are indeed far and away nsoro 
successful in their work than the wreck- 
ers of any other nation. 


And, 
as they have saved maritime prop- 


erty worth millions ^nd millions of dol- 
lars, it is no more than fitting that they 
should have become rich and prosperous 
in the pursuit of thoir profession. At the 
present time the amount of capital invest- 
ed in wrecking plant and machinery in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia is 
very large. 


Raising Sunken Ships. 


When the problem before the wreckers, 


as in the present case, is to raise a sunken 
ship, ths work is {sometimes accomplished 
by closing all the apertures in the vessel's 
hull and decks so perfectly that they are 
practically airtight, after which the water 
is pumped out while air is pumped in. As 
the change from water to air is effected 
the vessel rises, and many ships have been 
raised by tbis method. Perhaps the most 
difficult job of this sort on record was the 
raising of the British steamship Atlas in 
1883 
at Great Inagua island, in the West 


Indies. It was necessary in making her 
hull tight to use 1,000 barrels of cement 
and apply 80 iron patches, and this work 
took up many weeks. But the task was 
finally accomplished with such success 
that the vessel was navigated to Philadel- 
phia under her own steam. The year be- 
fore a similar piece of wrecking work was 
was done on the British'steamer Aaron by 
Americans at Kingston, Jamaica. 
This 


vessel also was moved from the place of 
sinking to Philadelphia under her own 
steam, but the patching was insignificant 
compared with that necessary on the Atlas, 
only 14 iron plates being required. 


When the hull is too -badly shattered to, 


be patched, pontoons, or great, strongly 
built wooden boxes, are filled with water 
and so sunk over the wreck. 
Chains are 


then passed under the wrecked vessel and 
attached to the pontoons, after which they 
are emptied of watei- and filled with air, 
thus causing them to rise and bring the 
submerged vessel to the surface. One of 
the most complicated tasks of this sort ever 
undertaken in these waters was rendered 
necessary a few years ago when a Central 
railroad of New Jersey ferryboat plumped 
into a fruit steamer in the North river. 
The ferryboat was practfcally unhurt, but 
the steamer went down in less than ten 
minutes. 
The hole knocked in her side 


was so large that it was deemed imprac- 
ticable to patch id up, and pontoons 
were used successfully, though the job oc- 
cupied months. 


A firm of wreckers at Tacoma claims to 


have raised a number of vessels on the 
Pacific coast by placing great rubber bags 
insid&the sunken hulls and then pumping 
the bags f nil. There seems to be no reason 
why this should not be a practicable meth- 
od, but so far as I know it has never yet 
been adopted on the Atlantic coast. 


Saving Beached Vessels. 


The saving of vessels which have gone 


ashore is a quite different branch of the 
wrecking business. One of the most in- 
teresting problems of this sorb that have 
ever been solved by New York wreckers 
was confronted in 1883, when the steam- 
ship Pottsvillo went ashore on the Jersey 
coast. She was lightly loaded and ran 
very high up on the beach. It was at 
first thought best to try to haul her 
off, 


but as examination showed that this 
could be dono only at high tide and when 
tbe wind wns blowing hard in shore this 
plan was abandoned for safety's sake. In- 
stead a cofferdam was first built round 
the stranded vessel. Next she was under- 
mined, so that her bottom rested on ridges 
of sand; then water was pumped into the 
hollows, after which the sand ridges were 
•vashed from under the vessel until she 
lad settled very nearly to her line of light 
Irsft. Then the dam was broken, the wa- 
ter of the sea was allowed to rush into the 
miniature bay thus formed, and the vessel 


was duly iiuiiiuu alter five weoka o! con- 
tinuous work. 


The most notable recent case of success- 


ful wrecking work done by tho New York 
company now, nb work upon the Maine 
vvaa the saving of the steamship Nerito, 
which sank on tho Sable island shoals lost 
year. She was promptly abandoned by 
tho underwriters, who said they would 
give the wreckers 75 per cont of anything 
and everything that was recovered. As 
soon us this statement was made a wreck- 
ing outfit WHS sent to the place whore tho 
\cssol had gone down, and although she 
was found to bo buried in 18 feet of sand 
aft and 12 feet forward she was success- 
fully raised and Btotimcd into tho harbor 
of Halifax under her own power. 


Sometimes There Is Danger. 


It is a mutter of pride with the New 


York wreclcors that very few lives have 
been losb in their operations, yet some- 
times disaster coiues. In the caso of tho 
iron ship Circassian, which ran ashore at 
Bridgehamptou, on tho Long Island coast, 
a number of jiien wcro drowned. 


It was planned to liont tho Circassian 


by hauling Ler off with cables, 
yhe was 


so deeply grounded, however, that" it was 
necessary to w.iii. until unusually high 
water pliouM ' o furnished by a storm. 
Soon after ;. 
-^rations had bean made 


tha wrecker-; v. iuu notified by the keeper 
of tholoeul lua saving station that a storm 
was coining. lie advised postponement of 
the work for tho time being, however, on 
tho ground thnt tho blow would probably 
be of unusual severity. There \vas danger, 
he said, that tho wreckers might bo in se- 
rious risk of their lives. But they were in 
haste to finish thoir task and refused to 
head tho warning. When the storm broke, 
the giant soas which rolled over the wreck 
broke her in two. The mizzonmast went 
by tho board, and of the 32 men who wers 
in the rigging only four succeeded in get- 
ting to tho shoro alive. 


Saving a ship which has sunk just out- 


Sido of Sandy Hook is next to an impossi- 
bility, since the sea is thoro too strong to 
be withstood by any wrecking tools or de- 
vices that have yet been invented. Wreck- 
ing dlvors, indeed, have saved many car- 
goes outside the Hook in water of 40 fath- 
oms depth, which is $he deepest in which 
divers can work, but no one has yet suc- 
ceeded in doing anything with tho ships 
themselves.

FOIBLES OF GREAT MEN. 


During the past week, according to 


Dun's Review, foreign possibilities and ] 
war talk have greatly affected specula- j 
tion, especially in stocks and may have 
eansed the check in the rise in price of 
wheat, but these influences have had" 
little effect on real business. Industrial 
production continues larger than ever, 
more idle mill" have started, the number 
of striking and idle hands have decreased. 
The volume of business in February is 
larger than in the same month in any 
preTions year. Easiness through clearing 
houses is more than double what it was 
the same week last year and 12.6 per cent. 
ahead of 1892. 
Railroad earnings are 


ahead of 1897 by 12 per cent, and of 1892 
by 6.6 per cent. The tonnage is beyond 
all records. Stocks, by reason ot the un- 
certainty and excitement, have settled 
somewhat. Wheat reached 108.75, and 
then went back 31 cents later. 


It is not the season of much improve- 


ment in textile manufacture, but the 
cotton business has gained by the ending 
of one strike in Fall River, and by the 
addition of some southern works. Wool 
is slow, bnt in medium and low grade 


goods the demand continues large. Silk 
manufacture shows a remarkable in- 
crease. Shipments of boots and shoes 
from the east continue large. They are 
much the largest ever known for Feb- 
ruary. The prices are a shade lower, al- 
thongh leather and hides are 5.2 and 17.9 
per cent, higher, respectively. 


Iron manufacture has more demand for 


finished products sind slightly better 
prices. 
Some lars;e contracts in car, 


bridge, ship and structural building are 
reported. The money market; uas been 
strong. An important statement cover- 
ing a cumber of banks shows that, despite 
extensive liquidation of debts, they are 
loaning 42 per cent, on commercial paper 
as against 65 to 75 per cent, in 1893 to 1896. 
The failures for the week are a full third 
less than in either of the last two years.

The master of 
robes was foolishly afraid to mention the 
subject to Napoleon and continued to give 
unsatisfactory replies to the insistent tai- 
lor, who became pressing in his demands. 
At length, becoming exasperated, the tai- 
lor took the bold step of complaining to 
Napoleon, who learned with astonishment 
and anger that he owed his tailor $6,000.

Tfae Great Canals of the World. 


The Suez oanai is about 100 miles in 


length and coat §1,COO, 000 per mile for its 
construction. The Corinth canal is 4 miles 
in length and cost completed, with its ap- 
proaches, $1,000,000 per mile. The pro- 
posed Nicaragua canal will cost per mile, 
with its terminals and approaches, certain- 
ly not less and probably more than the 
sum named. 
The canals of Suez and 


Corinth are real maritime canals, built 
without locks upon the sea level. The one, 
that of Corinth, is-situnted in the temper- 
ate zone, where the rainfall is 37 or 40 
inches per annum. The other, that of 
Suez, is located in a region without rain. 
Neither of these is threatened in its course 
by streams liable to sudden and perilous 
floods, so common in the tropical region of 
Central America. Those two great works 
afford no real parallel to tho Nicaragua 
project, either as to cost or feasibility. Tho 
one work parallel to this undertaking is 
very near, very like it, both in place and 
circumstance; it is that of the Panama 
canal across the isthmus of Barien.—Hon.

The Turbulent Weylerites May 


Precipitate Hostilities. 


LEE 
WARNS 
THE 
PRESIDENT. 


It the Irreconcilable* Start tu> Autl-Amer- 


can Riot, War Will Probably Result. 
Who Will Command the Navy?—Effects 
of the Maine Disaster. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 88.—[Special.]—From 
Authority that stands high in administra- 
tion olrolos I learn that tho anxiety of the 
president nnd his advisers as to immediata 
trouble with Spain grows out of their 
knowledge of the general situation in Ha- 
vana uud not the cornplioaticns duo to tho 
disaster to the Maine. Tho Maine calamity 
may indeed bo due to tho conditions pro- 
Tailing in Havana which now give tho 
president vrorriraunt, and these conditions 
are the presonco of a conspiracy on the 
part of tho '\Yeyleritos or irreconcilable^ to 
drivo General Blanco out of the island and 
to kill the autonomy scheme which he was 
sent out to put in force. Autonomy op- 
pears to be deiul enough of its own weight, 
but thoro nra reliable reports here to the 
effect that many leading Spaniards would 
prefer annexation to the United States to 
even a farcical home rule. In other words, 
they hate the Cubans worse than they hate 
tho Yankees. 


To my knowledge Consul General Juee 


has sent reports to the state department 
which indicate danger of anti-American 
liots ogged on by the Woylerltes. This is 
not so much because tho conspirators wish 
harm to Americans as because they wish 
to disgrace Blanco as a ruler and make it 
necessary for the government to recall him. 
These people will never be content till 
thoy have Weylor back with them. The 
Briny officers are said to be still devoted to 
their absent chief, probably because of tho 
rich pickings which he divided with them. 


If tho irreconcllaUes start en *ntS- Amer- 


ican riot in Havana, that wifl be tiie ecd 
of things so far ca Spain's rulo in Cuba ia 
concerned. I hecrd a prominent! naval o"- 
ficor say today: 


"At the first sign of trouble in Havana 


the government will see to it that we 
have not only one but half a dozen war- 
ships in Havana harbor. They will have 
to go there to protect our citizens. Once 
there it will be easy for the Weylerifees to 
bring on a situation in which the com- 
mander of one of these vessels may find it 
necessary to fire on the mob or to land 
marines who will nse their carbines right 
and left. Mind what I say, it will not 
take a very serious provocation to elicit a 
shot from an American ship or a raid from 
American marines in Havana. 
The navy 


will never forgive Spain and the Spaniards 
for the loss of the Maine, and the naval 
officer who brings on war by firing a shot 
will not be disgraced among his country- 
men." 
No Commanding Admiral. 


I am asked who will be the command- 


ing admiral of the navy in case of war 
with Spain. There will be no command- 
ing admiral. In* our naval organization 
we have no admiral at this time. There 
are six rear admirals, of equal rank, but 
the office of admiral expired with the death 
of Admiral Porter. In the organization 
of the army there is a general, but tho 
navy has no commander of auoh exalted 
rank. The fleet operating against Spain 
in the event of war will be commanded by 
the rear admiral selected for that post by 
the president. 


The question has been asked here what 


will happen if the Spanish government 
makes an investigation of the Maine dis- 
aster and reaches a conclusion exactly tho 
opposite of that reported by our court of 
inquiry. Such a condition of affairs is 
likely to arise. The general opinion in 
official circles here is that the court of in- 
quiry will bring in a verdict that tho 
Maine met her fate from a cause originat- 
ing ouisiiie the ship. But the proof of this 
conclusion may not be so absolute and 
overwhelming as to leave no room for 
doubt. The Spaniards are naturally en- 
titled .to make an investigation on thoir 
own account, and no one would be sur- 
prised if their finding was that the catas- 
trophe was an accident. They may even 
try to place the responsibility upon the 
officers of the Maine, charging them with 
carelessness, at least by implication If not 
in so many words. 


In such easa there will be nothing for 


tho United States government to do but to 
stand by its own verdict. Every move 
made by the president will be based upon 
the verdict ot our naval court of inquiry. 
We have nothing to do with the finding 
reached by the Spaniards. If their govern- 
ment wishes to defend the accident theory 
and to base their official action upon it, 
that is Spain's right. But if they refuse to 
make^*lio reparation demanded by the 
United States there la no doubt as to what 
the result would be. It would be bad for 
Spain. 


Defense of the Battleship. 


In naval circles there is a disposition to 


defend the battleship as a rational naval 
engine, but in congressional circles tha 
trend of opinion is quite the other way. It 
is explained to me that our naval con- 
structors, being only human, love to vie 
with foreign designers and builders in the 
planning of magniflpout ships of great 
size and cost. It is only in the huge^bat- 
tleship, costing $5,000,000 when ready for 
sea, that the naval designer and construct- 
or find that range for their talonts which 
fills them with complete happiness. Naval 
officers, too, are all ambitious to serve 
upon big ships, for there they find more 
comfort and of course more honor and dig- 
nity. 


But among the men who appropriate 


tho people's money for ships I find a strong 
belief that before we put many more mil- 
lions into battleships we must have a fleet 
of torpedo boats. I was much impressed 
with the statement made in my hearing 
tho other day by a noted shipbuilder and 
expert. 


"I will stake iny reputation," he said, 


"upon the correctness of my assumption 
that with $8,000,000 worth of torpedo 
boats stationed off Cape Hatteras wo could, 
in the event of war with Spain, destroy 
$50,000,000 worth of her battleships and 
cruisers." 


Secretary Herbert while at tho head of 


the nayf y department and other secretaries 
have urged congress to appropriate moro 
money for torpedo boats in order to bal- 
ance up our navy. But their appeals were 
turned aside just as tho country disregard- 
ed Samuel J. Tildon's eloquent p1™» for 
more coast fortifications, Sow the conn- 
try wishes it had built more coast defense 
works and constructed about 50 more tor- 
pedo boats. 
In time of peace prepare for 


•war is ono lesson which our people are 
thoroughly luarning. out of this Spanish 
excitement.

Municipal Ownership. 


Municipal ownership of street railways 


does not make any noticeable headway in 
the United States, but in Europe it ifi go- 
ing ahead with great energy. Private or 
corporate ownership of that sort of prop- 
erty bids fair soon to be a thing of the past 
ir> England at least. In Blackpool, Hud- 
dcrsfleid, Hull, Leeds, Plymouth, Sheffield 
,nnil Glasgow all the streetcar lines are 
operated by the city authorities. 
In 80 


other cities, including Birmingham, Liv- 
erpool, Manchester, Edinburgh and Lon- 
don, 
the municipalities own or operate a 


part of the lines within their limits. In 
Cardiff and Southampton the change to 
municipal ownership will probably be 
completed before the end of the present 
year. In various other cities the streeb 
railway tracks belong to the municipality 
and are leased for so much per mile, with 
a percentage on gross earnings. The only 
city on this continent which has made a 
like experiment ia Toronto, where the city 
owns the ro..ds; snd leases them to the 
operating ooiuj'anies at highly advanta- 
geous ratei.—Now York Tribune.

French Liner To«e<l Into Halifax In * 


Dlinblotl Condition. 


Halifax, Feb. 28.—The missing La 


Champagne is safe, even if not sound, in 
Halifax harbor. Although the mysterj 
of her absence had been explained, all 
was conjecture as to her fate, owing to 
her disabled condition, until Sunday af- 
ternoon, when the liner was towed beio 
by ih,e Boston freighter, Roman, and 
the story of the cause of the detention 
was narrated. 


The Champagne sailed from Havre on 


Feb. 10. All went well until the 17th. 
About 4 o'clock a tremendous sound was 
heard in the engine room, and in an 
instant a panic seized upon the passen- 
gers. It was discovered that the tall 
screw shaft had broken. The steamer 
was running at high speed and the en- 
gines flew around like lightning when 
the resistance of the screw was removed, 
and before they could be stopped con- 
siderable damage was done in the en- 
gine room. 


The vessel was put about, but after 


further examination it was found that 
the damage was irreparable. 
Nothing 


remained to be done but anchor. She 
was just in the track of outward bound 
steamers. The passengers and crew 
were hopeful of being sighted by some 
steamer, but a thick fog sprang up, 
blighting their hopes. There was a con- 
tinual fire of guns and-rockets, but no 
answer came to the signals, and on Fri- 
day the captain dispatched a boat con- 
taining eight men, a coxswain and lieu- 
tenant, either to make land or sight a 
passing steamer. 


That night a fierce gale sprang up and 


heavy seas dashed against the big 
steamer on the banks. After midnight 
the gale increased in fury, and about 
4 o'clock Saturday morning the anchor 
hawser parted with a snap, and the ship 
drifted southward. The situation was 
critical in the extreme. The passen- 
gers were terrified at the thought of their 
helpless condition—adrift on a disabled 
steamer in mid-ocean. The current 
drove them southward at the rate of 50 
miUte daily, veering again to the south- 
west. All the while the steamer kept 
showing her signals of distress, but no 
answering signal came. 


La Champagne drifted in this helpless 


condition from Feb. IS until the 23rd. A 
dread fear had seized upon the passen- 
gers. Most of them had retired when 
near midnight the welcome cry, "Sail 
ahoy," was heard. It re-echoed from 
lookout tower to cabin and steerage, 
and every soul on that big ship rejoic.-d. 
Two steamers were sighted, one direct- 
ly before the La Champagne and the 
other on the port bow. 


La Champagne's guns boomed forth, 


her rockets flared up and her red fires 
burned luridly. The steamer in front 
gave ans-wering signals and bore down 
rapidly. She proved to be the Warren 
liner Roman, bound from Liverpool to 
Boston. Captain Poirot went 
aboard 


and made arrangements with Captain 
Roberts to tow him to the nearest port, 
which proved to be Halifax. Three 
times the towing cables were parted by 
the heavy pitching of the ships, and 
each time it took considerable trouble 
to pass others. Finally two steel lines 
and a massive manilla one were con- 
nected, and with them the helpless ship 
was brought safely into port. 


What the passengers may have suf- 


fered mentally is not to be compared 
with the physical torture of the members 
of the crew detailed for the trip in search 
of-assistqpce. For six days they were 
at the mercy of the sea and the weather. 
Then they were picked up by the Rot- 
terdam, which was bound to New Tork, 
almost dead from cold and thirst. In 
the cases of two of the men the frost 
bites were so severe that it seemed for 
a time as though they must lose their 
hands and feet. However, they rallied 
quickly, and their circulation returned. 


Bights of lialfbreeds. 


Helena, Mont., Feb. 28. — Attorney 


General Nolan, decides that halfbreed 
children whose parents are citizens of 
the United States, whether or not they 
reside on any of the Indian reservations 
in Montana, are entitled to be enumer- 
ated in the state school census and to 
draw school money from the state the 
same as white children. He also de- 
cided that property situated on the 
reservation and belonging to a squaw 
man (a white man married to a squaw), 
and a qualified voter must be taxed for 
school purposes. His decision is in line 
with the recent opinion of tha supreme 
court of the United States, wherein the 
court laid down some new doctrines 
relative to the application of state laws 
to Indian reservations. 


WEATHER INDICATIONS. 


Despite the good offices of Guatemala 


in sending peace envoys to both govern- 
ments, the strained relations between 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua continue.

FOUGHT FLAME AT SEA, 


Frightful Ordeal For the Crew of a 


British Steamer. 


Valiant Struggle For 
Life 


Against Fire and Gale.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Boston Bound Steamer Appeared After Six i 


Persons Had Perished. 


Boston, Feb. 28.—Fighting a fire for 


nearly 80 hours in the middle of the 
broad Atlantic—such has been the ex- 
perience of the crew of the steamer 
Legislator of the Harrison line. 
In 


the awful conflict six men lost their 
lives, five being swallowed up in the 
ocean and one lost in the flames. 


The Legislator was 700 miles west of 


the Azores and 1800 miles from Boston 
when the tire was discovered. No aid 
from mortal man was in sight, and to 
add to the terror of the situation the men 
had only small hand lines of hose with 
which to fight the flames. For three 
days this agonizing condition existed, 
and just when the last ray of hope was 
dying in every breast it was kindled 
into a living flame by the appearance of 
a Boston-bound vessel, which was the 
means of saving 32 lives from an awful 
death. 


The burned Legislator' cleared from 


Liverpool Feb. 3 with a miscellaneous 
cargo, including phosphate, cotton goods 
and percussion caps, for Colon and Cen- 
tral American ports. 
Nothing out of 


the ordinary occurred until 4 o'clock on 
the morning of the 13th inst, when 
an explosion took place from a hatch- 
way forward of amidships, followed by 
a tremendous outburst of smoke and 
flames. All'the firemen and engineers 
but one came tumbling on deck, some of 
them more or less burned. The missing 
man proved to be Thomas Roberts, and 
it was not until two days afterwards 
that his charred body was recovered 
during' a lull in the fire. 


The crew was badly handicapped in 


fighting the fire, as the hose and pump- 
ing engine were disabled or consumed. 
Nevertheless, the fire was kept from 
spreading for three days through the 
most persistent work. 
Soon after the 


fire started it spread so rapidly that the 
forward part of the boat on which were 
seven men was cut off, and Captain 
Tennant asked for volunteers to rescue 
the balance of the crew. 
Second Officer 


Bateman and Seaman William Angell at 
once offered to row along the side of the 
ship and bring the men aft. 
One of the 


boats was launched with difficulty, as 
there was a heavy sea running, and by 
careful work managed to^ach the al- 
most doomed men. 
All were finally 


taken on board, and the boat dropped 
astern, but before the nine men could 
be pulled on the after deck, a tremend- 
ous sea capsized the small boat, and 
every,man was thrown into the water. 
Sad as it seems after their heroic work, 
Bateman and Angell were the only ones 
who were not rescued. In the meantime 
through some confusion another boat 
had been launched, and in it were Third 
Officer Martin and Chief Steward John 
Gaffney. 
Another big sea swept them 


away and they have not been seen since. 
The fighting of the flames continued, 
and as the fire reached the boxes of per- 
cussion caps there were almost constant 
explosions. 
In one of these Fred E. 


Lee, 
the chief cook, was so severely 


burned that he jumped overboard and 
could not be saved. 


At 8 o'clock on the morning of the 


IGth, the Flowergate, bound to this port 
from Palermo, Italy, hove in sight. Two 
boats were immediately lowered from 
the Flowergate, and after three hours all 
of those on board the burning vessel 
were safely transferred, Captain Ten- 
nant being the last to leave. 
Some of 


the crew saved a part of their clothing, 
but a majority of those on board lost 
everything. 
The rescue was none too 


soon, for as the Flowergate started her 
engines, the fire was seen bursting from 
the after decks of the Legislator, and 
the steamer was probably entirely con - 
sumed not many hours after. 
The men 


who had suffered severe burns while 
fighting the flames were tenderly cared 
for on the Flowergate, although every- 
one was forced to live on half rations 
while on the trip to this port. The in- 
,jured men are at the marine hospital 
in Chelsea, and it is thought all will re- 
cover but Engineer Holden. 


Decision on Xjine of Duty. - 


Washington, Feb. 28.—Assistant Sec- 


retary Davis has rendered an important 
decision on the question of "line of duty." 
It was in the case of the widow of Oscar 
Hoffman, who applied for a pension. 
The war department reported that the 
soldier was accidentally killed in line of 
duty while on a pass to hunt; that such 
practice was encouraged in the regular 
army because it improved the soldiers' 
markmanship, and that a soldier killed 
or wounded while so engaged, not in 
consequence of any wilful neglect or im- 
proper conduct, was considered in line 
of duty. The assistant secretary holds 
that as the records of the department 
are usually accepted as conclusive upon 
all other questions relating to a soldier's 
service, the contemporaneous record b/ 
the proper medical officer, that the 
soldier was in line of duty when killed, 
should be regarded, in the absence of 
evidence to the contrary, as controlling 
upon that question. Where such record 
does not appear the question of line of 
duty must be determined by the be-t 
obtainable parole evidence in each case.

They were five, with tbo guide, snug- 


ly camped up in tho forests of ths 
Eangeley country, and the day's Bnori 
had been a trifle heavy if empty.

brimming edgo untouched upon the ta- 
ble, ona—the doctor's—lay shattered on 
the hearth. 
Hurried good nights were 


said, and a half hour later quiet ruled 
the camp. But one unsleeping member 
of the party went an hour later to view 
the skies aucrTiudge of the morrow's 
weather. 
And there he found another 


sentinel, who growled: 


"What a d—^-d ghastly finale for an 


evening's good cheer. I wish the doctor 
had kept his infernal fancies and his un- 
canny toast to himself."

Davlc) the Shepherd Boy. 


David, the shepherd boy, is watching his 


father's sheep. They are pasturing on the 
vary hills where afterward it Lamb was 
born of which you have heard much, "the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin 
of the world.'" David, the shepherd boy, 
was beautiful, brave, musical and poetic.

The Shepherd's Fluid.

The 
shepherd dees not wear a splendid robe in 
which to go out amid the storms, and the 
rocks and the nettles; he puts on the rough 
apparel appropriate to his exposed work. 
The Lord our Shepherd, coming out to 
hunt the lost sheep, puts on no regal ap- 
parel, but the plain garment of our hu- 
manity. There was nothing pretentious 
about it.

There are more baseball players than 


you would think in the United States 
senate.

that assured them the best of treatment 
wherever they went. 


Lodge arid Wolcott played on baseball 


teams at Harvard. 
Gray of Delaware 


was first base man of a Princeton team. 
Allen of Nebraska was catcher on a 
team at the Upper Iowa university. 
Roach of North Dakota played on the 
Georgetown university tearrl when he 
was a boy. Smith of New Jersey was 
short stop on a Delaware college nine, 
Ex-Senator Irbyof South Carolina was a 
member of a country team. Ex-Senator 
Hill of New York played third base on 
an Elmira club. Ex-Senator Dubois was 
a college player at Yale. 


Murphy of New York and Proctor of 


Vermont are "cranks," and they are 
often seen at the baseball grounds dur- 
ing the season. Senator Smith mapped 
out a senatorial nine once, and there 
was some talk of getting up a match 
game with a nine chosen from members 
of the house for the benefit of a charity. 
The idea was not considered very seri- 
ously. Ball playing in public is not a 
dignified occupation for United States 
senators, 'but many of theni seize the 
opportunity which a vacation in the 
country offers to practice the game, 
perhaps with more vehemence than 
skill.

Charles A. Gilberg, who died in Brook- 


lyn recently, was born in Camden, N. 
J., on June 17, 1835. 


His reputation as a chess composer was 


worldwide, and his dainty volume, pub- 
lished in 1891, entitled "Crumbs From 
the Chessboard," was alike noted for 
the elegance of its production and the 
high quality of its contents. 
He had 


had extended affiliation with many 
chess clubs and chess associations, held 
many elective offices, was'judge at nu- 
merous tourneys, and at, the time of his 
death was president of the Manhattan 
Chess club of New York city. It has 
been said of him years ago in connec- 
tion with the game by a high authority, 
"We look in vain for one who has la- 
bored so long, so willingly, so liberally 
and so zealously to enrich its literature, 
to extend its popularity and to elevate 
Us tone." 


But it was his chess library, one of 


the most remarkable and extensive in 
the world, that gave him the greatest 
characteristic standing. 
Other leading 


collections in the United States are 
those of John G. White, Cleveland, the 
largest known in existence; Eugene B. 
Cook, Hoboken, N. J.; James D. Seguin. 
New Orleans, and Miron J. Hazeltine of 
New Hampshire. 
Professor George Al- 


len's collection was obtained, en bloc, 
by private purchase, about lsso. and is 
now in the Ridgeway branch of the 
Philadelphia library. In Europe there 
is the collection, of Baron T. V. Hyde- 
brand und der Lasa, -whose library was 
about the same size as Mr. Gilberg's, 
and Joseph A. Leon of London. 


The Gottingen manuscript is the ear- 


liest known work on modern chess. It 
contains 12 openings and 30 problems. 
Vicent wrote in 1495. ioieena (1497) has 
11 openings and 150 problems, the great- 
er number of which refer to the ancient 
game. The next, Damiano, is the first 
author of repute. The Gilberg library 
contains four editions, the fourth, fifth 
and sixth, which were issued in Rome 
about 1024, and the last published in 
Venice, in 1564. 


The Damiano, which was first rmh- 


lished in 1512, gives 10 openings, six of 
which are at odds, and 88 problems. 
Between this date and 11564 his book 
ran into eight editiojis. 
Of Damiano 


we know very little. He" was a native 
of Odernira, in Portugal- and served as 
an apothecary. 
Mr. Gilberg's volumes 


are in such excellent preservation that 
they look as if fresh from the press 
only a few years ago. The work con- 
tains quaint rules, chapters on games, 
"subtleties" and 8S diagrams. It is a 
12mo of 128 pages. The title page be- 
gins, "Libro Daim Parare Giocare," etc. 


The rare edition of Horatio Gianuzio 


(or Gianutio), who invented what is 
called the "two knights' defense," was 
published In Turin, Italy, 1597, and is 
dedicated to the "most illustrious and 
excellent Signer Conte Francesco Mar- 
tinengo di Malpaga." It is embellished 
with diagrams (woodcuts) that are as 
delicate as the finest steel engraving of 
the present day and contains 114 pages, 
52 of which, curiously, are unnumbered.

Greco, who was of very low extrac-

Details 


of Greco's life are little known, but he 
died in the East Indies at an advanced 
age. 
There is no portrait, Illustration 


or engraving extant of him or his pred- 
ecessors or contemporaiies, a singular 
omission, for his class of men was gen- 
erally regarded with some of the honor 
showered upon warriors, 
sovereigns, 


poets, artists and statesmen. Many of 
his games have been copied by succeed- 
ing writers, and his skill in attacking 
has been generously admired by those 
authors who have mentioned him. 


The first English edition was a very 


imperfect one, and the given name of 
! Creco is singularly transformed into 
' "Bioachimo." On the edition of 1752 the 
1 author's name was reduced to the ini- 
tials "G. G." 


Some of the recent works in this li- 


lirary have a more antique appearance 
than the books that are from 200 to 250 
years older. There is an ancient look- 
ing treatise in German, printed in 1S65, 
by Dr. A. van der Linde, 'whose death, I 
in 1S97, was

with sorrow j 


throughout the chess world. Then there 
are almost innumerable translations 
(the Dutch and German editions are 
particularly quaint and appeal strongly 
to the bibliographer, especially that by | 
Gustavus Seleno, or Selenus, known to 
be a fictitious name for the Duke of 
Lunenburg, with the dates 1617-1618 on 
the colophon), and works in the origi- 
nal tongue of every author and player 
known, many of them in chaste and ex- 
pensive bindings, a host of pamphlets, 
brochures, cyclopedias and every mod- 
ern volume relating to the absorbirig 
game—about 2,500 in all. 


The collection was the devoted labor 


of a bibliophile in this special'field and 
represents the cultured tastes of the 
owner. Its value must be of several 
thousand dollars. Many of the rare vol- 
umes were obtained at great cost, $100 
or more being paid for a single book.

| Tho short duration u£ frost in Eujr- 
| hind offers little opportunity Tor tha 
! sport of ice yachting, so much enjoyed 
, by Americans in places where there Is 


j a large stretch of water, notably on the 
| upper reaches of the Hudson and 
jShrcwsbuiy river«. However, residents 
in ana stound the English lake districts 
find lots of amusomer.ts in "skate sail- 
ing." One of the beauties of this sport la 
that the necessary equipment .s very 
simple and inexpensive. 
The sail, as 


used in England, is generally made of 
white Jur-k. It is about 7 feet in height. 
9 feet wide at the hasp, tapering to 
about 3 feet at the top. The spars are 
made of bamboo and consist of a strong 
but light mainyard and of two lighter 
spars, to \\hich are fastened the sides 
of the sail from top to bottom. 


There ire two sets of reef points pro- 


vided on one side of the sail, as a gen- 
eral ruin, and th" spais are so jointed 
that they can readily bo put together or 
taken apart 
When the sail is neatly 


;olded and strapped to the spars, the 
dimensions of the apparatus are incon- 
siderable*. The weight and appearance 
of the Bundle aie not very different 
from those of a fishing rod and mack- 
intosh. 


There are several points which it is 


useful for one who is contenr latinjj a 
trial of skate sailing this winter to 
make himself acquainted with before 
ventti-inj: on the ice •vith siil Whether 
he be "going free" or "beating to wind- 
v,-ard," the navigator must always bs 
Careful to keep the sail Between him- 
self and the wind. When the wind is 
doarl aft. the skaier carries the yard 
behind him on a level with his shoul- 
ders, holding it steady in its position 
with both hand?. The body should b" 
held almost erect with UIP feet parallel 
to one another about six or eight inches 
apart. 


When he wishes to "go about." he 


does not act as. if he were on board a 
yacht—run the boat's head into ths 
wind and got away on the new tack. 
Instead he we?TO himself, at the sarpe 
time- shifting tho main yard from ono 
"boulder to the other, turning his hotly 
back to the sail, so that \\hat was the 
hind part of the sail on one tack be- 
fomefi the fore pait on the next, and 
arasplng the port spar v\ ith the left 
hand if on the port tack or the star- 
board spar with the right hand if on the 
starboard tack. 


Tho emnl"yed arm and Fhoulder will 


now be thrown forward the v:neinp!ov, 
od arm being left free. The body must 
loan somewhat towar.l tho direction 
from which the \vind is blowing, and 
the foot which corresponds viith the 
employed arm—that is, the fcot whjrh :s 
to -\\ind\\ard—must bo held a littlr in 
front of the other, *,\ ith the prows ct 
both skates pointing in the line of in- 
tended motion. 


At each successive tack the position 


of the body, shoulder, foot and hand 
must be shifted, but these maneuvers 


. are executed by practiced skate sailors 
! without any danger of "missing stays" 
1 Oi' any other mishap. 
! Very fast time can be made with the 
assistance of these sails. A celebrated 
skater named Adams is claimed to have 
covered 20 miles in one hour on Whit- 
tlesea mere in the winter of 1S89. 


How the forces of nature can be made 


to minister to the requirements cf man 
in this fashion may be best illustrated 
by the Danish skate sail. It resembles 
the mainsail and topsail of a square 
rigged boat except that the t'vo sails, 
which are made of light cotton duck, 
are in one piece. The mainsail yard is 
fastened by means of straps to the 
shoulders of the navigator •ind the t'T 
mast, which can be raised and lowered 
with ease, is attached by a gaff to its 
center. This supports the topsail yard. 


The mainsail is 7 feet wide at its base, 


6 feet 2 inches at the yard and is 3 feet 
S inches in height. The topsail tapers 
to 5 feet 10 inches at the top and is 2 
feet in height. 


Sprits about six feet in length are at- 


tached to each of the lower corners of 
the mainsail and are held by tne nav- 
igator. AVhen rolled up, the entire af- 
fair is scarcely more bulky than a large 
old iashioned umbrella. 


With this equipment 'a Dane sustains 


the part of boat, sail, keel, rudder, bal- 
last, captain and crew. He can lay his 
course within five points of the wind 
and can maneuver himself in less space 
and in less time than the most expert 
ice yachtsman. 


New Bicycle Game, 


A new bicycle game, or rather a game 


which can be played on wheels, has 
lately been evolved by a cycling genius 
in England. It is called the royal game 
and requires a court or field divided in- 
to alleys. 


Two teams of nine riders each take 


part, and the field is divided into a right 
and left field, with the courses chalked 
out plainly. An alleyway, constructed 
of ropes or cables, extends from the up- 
per to the lower field on the division 
line between right and lett field. Ca- 
bles also form two upright sides, be- 
tween which the play wheel rolls and 
is driven backward or forward by the 
riders in passing at any point between 
the lower and upper field. The play 
wheel is a single bicycle rim, having 
a 4% inch pneumatic tire. The idea of 
the game is to drive this play wheel 
from the center field, through attack of 
opponents, to' a goal ahead, the riders 
using sticks especially made for the 
game. The ends of the alleyways are 
the goals for the respective ter.ms. 


Players ride in single file and always 


circle to. the left. Thus the two trains 
are constantly meeting and passing 
each other in opposite directions on the 
upper sides of the alleyways. Royal is 
a game requiring swift riding and much 
skill, and a novice would scarcely ven- 
ture to form one of a team.

a year she has been riding, and she en- 
joys the pastime as much as is possi- 
liUi to ono who is blind. 


Another method to clean the chain

When the license commission gets down 


to consider the location of the saloons for 
another year the Union district should 
receive very serious attention. 
There 


should not be a saloon in that district 
The saloon now there, though conducted 
as well as saloons can be, is a menace to 
the public peace far beyond any other 
saloon in the city. It is out ot the reach 
of proper supervision by the officers and 
Is beyond the influence of that publicity 
which is beneficial on saloons more cen- 
trally located. 


During last week men have figured in 


the courts for disturbances of the peace, 
that nearly approached prize-fights, and 
they came from under the shadow of that 
saloon. 
Perhaps no direct connection 


can be made between the saloon and the 
violation of law in this case, but the 
saloon influence in the neighborhood 
helps very much tomake such things, pos- 
sible. The saloon is located on a narrow 
street which is part of a long beat of a 
patrolman, and along which hundreds of 
mill operatives must pass. Its isolation 
makes possible conduct near to it that 
could not be possible were the location 
more central, and it is certain the conduct 
would hardly take place were no saloon 
there. 


The location of a saloon on Union street 


is Against the policy of bunching such 
places of business in locations where ada$ 
regard for public opinion and the best pos- 
sible supervision by officers will tend to 
the highest regard for law and public 
decency.

CO-OPERATIVE BANKS, 


State Bank Commissioners and Local 


Conditions Disagree. 


The annual report of the savings bank 


commissioners for 1897 contains a numbe7 


of statements regarding co-operative 
banks which local conditions prove to be 
untrue, at least for North Adams. The 
commissioners note a tendency among 
the banks to become institutions by which 
people with money to invest may secure 
high rates of interest, rather than to 
continue as institutions primarily for the 


benefit of home seekers of small means. 
It would appear, the ^report says, that 
there have been duriug'the past few years 
larger sums paid into the co-operative 
banks than can be loaned to advantage; 
and unless the experience of the coming 
year, nnder the changed conditions of 
lower rates upon loans and possible lower 
rates at which profits will be distributsd? 
should reduco the amount of unemployed 
capital, it may be requisite for all the 
banks to conform to the custom already 
adopted in some,land reduce the number 
of shares iseued, at the same time confin 
ing the number issued to a non-borrower 
to a lower limit than that now authorized 
by statute. 


The management of the co-operative 


banks in this city regards these sug- 
gestions in the report as showing a 
tendency on the part of the commisioners 
to favor the savings banks. The loca] 
bank has constantly more calls than can 
be met, and there is no danger here of 
any such conditions as those mentioned 
in the report. The interest rate, which 
has beeii falling in New York banks, i 
also steady here, and the demand indi 
cates that there is little danger of its 
falling.
